Flour Has Been Greater Than 


Retail Price of Bread 


In these days of 
extreme 
high 


prices and so much supposed profi- 
:eering there are many misstatements 
made 
concerning 
piofiteering 
as 


•well as the causes for high prices 
Many are of the opinion that bread 
prices hare advanced a great deal 
more than they should but the fol- 
low letter which has been sent oat to 
bakers by the Kansas Flour Mills Co. 
contradicts 
such 
statements 
and 


proves that flour has advanced while 
hr&ad has remained 
at 
the same 


price for many months. 


The letter follows: 
"Julius 
Barnes, United 
States 


Wheat Director, staled today that 
there could not have been profiteer- 
ing between the farmer and the con- 
sumer under the Food Administra- 
tion and the Wheat Director because 
flour and bread prices did not keep 
pace -with the advance in the price of 
wheat. 
' 


Bread prices to the consumer in r 


the United States fcave advanced on- 
ly 100 per cent since 1913, while in 
the same period retail 
flour 
ad- 


vanced 145 per cent and wheat 200 
per ceut. 


These statistics are included in a 


letter sent to the United States Rail- 
road Labor Board by Mr. Barnes, 
protesting against statements charg- 
ing profiteering in flour mane hy W. 
Jett-Lauck, economist for the Rail- 
road Brotherhoods, in a recent 
re- 


port to the hoard. 


Mr. Lanck asserted in statements 


to the board that one-third of the 
cost of flonr to the consumer repre- 
sents profits and two-thirds of ihis 
profit may be laid to profiteering. 


Being obvously based on the report 


of the Federal Trade Commi&.non on 
Flour Milling1 and Jobbing, -which ap- 
peared in April, 1918, Mr. Barnes 
calls the attention of the Board to 
rhe fact that the Lauck analysis is 
drawn from a statement of condi- 


tions which existed before the war. | 


He also points out* that trcre are ' 


spvpt-ai serious errors in Mr. L>,iuck't> 
report. Aside from these, he directs .' 
the attention of the Labor Board to | 
the fact that the true measure of ' 
whether, under the Food Adminls- j 
tration and Wheat Director, "profits !
